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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The amendment and remarks filed 2/8/06 have obviated rejection set forth under 
35 USC 112 in the paper mailed 12/14/05. 

Double Patenting 

The amendment and remarks filed 2/8/06 have obviated the double patenting 
rejection set forth in the paper mailed 12/14/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ouhadi et al. US 5,843,577 or Itoh et al. US 5,856,399. 
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4. The rejection set forth under 35 USC 103 in the paper mailed 12/14/05 is 
deemed proper and is herein repeated. 

5. The amendments and remarks filed 2/8/06 have been fully considered and have 
been found not persuasive. 

6. Applicants argue that the art cited fails to provide any teaching relative to using a 
surface modifier that migrates uniformly to the surface so as to form a wax layer. This is 
not persuasive. It is acknowledged that the art fails to provide such a disclosure. The 
examiner maintains, however, that such a disclosure is not necessary to render the 
claims prima facie obvious from the art. 

7. The art identifies additives that are seen to fall within the scope of the claimed 
modifier. The Itoh patent goes so far as to name the preferred species of modifier. 
Column 6, line 22 lists castor oil as an acceptable additive. It is acknowledged that the 
compound is used for a different function as that claimed. This is not germane to the 
patentability of the claims. The fact of the matter is that when the compound is added to 
the polymeric system of Itoh it is presumed to function in the same manner as when it is 
used in the claimed system. Applicants have failed to provide any showing or rationale 
that such is not the case. 

8. The Ouhadi patent lists functional additives that are seen to suggest compounds 
that would function as the surface modifier claimed. The functional additives listed at 
column 5 are seen to suggest lubricants, anti-blocking, antistatic and waxes. 
Compounds conventionally used for these purposes are the same as, or structurally 
similar to compounds that fall within the scope of the claims. As such, these 
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compounds overlap and suggest the castor oil and stearate compounds specifically 
claimed in claims 3 and 4 as well as the generic functional language of claim 1 .
